Mr. Luning the introduced the following Resolution 
which was unanimously adopted : 

WHEREAS, Tlie Trustees of the Internal Improve- 
ment Fund of Florida did. on the 24 day of September, 



A. D. 1917, for a certain consideration therein more spe- 
cifically set out, make sale by warranty deed to The Ta- 
titm Land Company, a Florida corporation with its prin- 
cipal [dace of business at Miami, Florida, of approxi- 
mately one hundred and ninety thousand (190,000) acres 
of land in Dade, Broward and Palm Beach Counties, a 
descriptiou of the said lands being set out in full in the 
said deed; and 

WHEREAS, The said Tatum Land Company did. on 
September 24, A. D. 1917, execute its mortgage deed to 
the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund of Flor- 
ida on the lands as aforesaid to secure] the faithful and 
prompt payment of all defer red payments thereon ; and 

WHEREAS, The main consideration actuating the 
Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund to make sale 
of the lands as aforesaid to The Tatum Laud Company 
was to secure the construction of a railroad from Miami, 
Florida, or Fort Lauderdale, Florida, in a northwesterly 
direction to some point on the southeastern shore of Lake 
Okeechobee, a contract for the construction of the said 
railroad with the stipulations' therein named having been 
entered into by and between the Trustees of the Internal 
Improvement Fund and The Tatum Land Company on 
the date as aforesaid; and 

WHEREAS, It was provided in Hie contract as afore- 
said that the Tatum Land Company should commence 
the construction of the said railroad not later than Feb- 
ruary 1, 1918; that Jive (5) miles of the said railroad 
should be constructed during the year 1918; five (5) 
miles (luring the year 1919; and that the said railroad 
should be completed not later than December 31. 1924; 
that the said Tatum Land Company should pay the Trus- 
tees of the Internal Improvement Fundj five hundred dol- 
lars ($500.1110 per mile for endi mile of right-of-way used 
for Ihe main line of said railroad; and that the first 
I ayment of twenty five hundred dollars <$2.ii00.0()| on 
the said right-of-way slum Id be paid not later than De- 
cember 31. 191S; and that unless said railroad was so 
constructed all rights under the said contract would he 
forfeited by the said Tatum Land Company and in ad- 
dition to such forfeiture the said Tatum Lam] Company 



should pa.v to the Trustees of the Internal Improvement 
Fund liquidation damages in the sum of one hundred and 
ninety thousand dollars (¥190,000.00) ; and 

[WHEREAS, As a certain item of the mortgage deed as 
aforesaid, executed on the part of The Tatum Laud Corn- 
pa nv in favor of the Trustees of the Internal Improve- 
ment Fund, was the promissory note of forty-nine thou- 
sand dollars (f 49,000.00) representing a deferred pay- 
ment on the said contract, the promissory note bearing 
date of September 24, 1917, signed by the Tatum Land 
Company and executed in favor of the Trustees of the 
Internal Improvement Fund due and payable Apiil 1, 
1918, the said promissory note being now long past due 
and unpaid; and 

WHEREAS. It is provided in paragraph 4 on page 10 
oi the said mortgage deed that if each and every of the 
covenants, agreements, conditions and stipulations of the 
said promissory notes and of the said mortgage, as above, 
are not duly performed, complied with and abided by, 
wjithin three months next after such payments become 
dne or such covenants, agreements, conditions and stipu- 
lations are required or should he performed, then the said 
aggregate sum mentioned in the said promissory notes, 
less previous payments, if any, shall become due and 
forthwith payable; and

WHEREAS, In view of the foregoing the said Tatum 
Land Company has forfeited its contract as outlined in 
the said mortgage deed, and in view of such forfeiture 
each and every deferred payment thereof is now due and 
payable, and so fur as we are advised nothing has been 
done toward the construction of the said railroad as 
specified in the foregoing contract therefor, it being 
specifically provided and understood that the construc- 
tion of the said railroad was the main consideration 
actuating the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fluid' 
to dispose of the said lands; therefore, be it 

RESOLVED, By the Trustees of the Internal Improve- 
ment Fund of Florida, that the aforesaid contract, en- 
tered info by and between the said Trustees and the said 
Tatum Land Company, he and the same is hereby can- 
celled and annulled and that the Attorney for this Board

be and is hereby instructed to proceed at once to fore- 
close and terminate the said mortgage, as aforesaid, with 
all rights and privileges and claims thjereimder on the 
part of The Tatnm Land Company.

his information.

1919, 
to demonstrate good faith in the final completion of said 
railroad.

hereinafter called the District; WITNESSETH, 

That for and in consideration of the conditions, stipula- 
tions and covenants hereinafter described and the pay- 
ment of One Dollar (Jfll.OO) to each in hand paid, the re- 
ceipt of which is hereby acknowledged, the Trustees and 
the District agree with each other as folfowa : 

1. The District agrees that it will employ a surveyor, 
satisfactory to the Trustees, who shall fu his own proper 
person, together with the assistance of such instrument- 
men, chain men, rod men, etc., as may be necessary, under- 
take the survey hereinafter described in conformity with 
the "Amended Instruction for Surveying the Land Em- 
braced in the Fnited States Patent Nn. 137, known as the 
Everglades, Adopted by the Trustees of tjhe Internal Im- 
provement Fund December 23, 1912,"' [and with such 
special and additional instructions as he may receive from 
the Chief Drainage Engineer, all to be fatten and deemed 
a part of this contract; that he will truly and faithfully 
snrvey. mark and establish the boundaries and execute 
standard plats of the townships and sections hereinafter 
enumerated. 

2. The Trustees agree that they will reimburse the 
District for the surveys described in the list attached 
hereto at the rate of Fifteen Dollars ff 15.00) per mile for 
all township lines and meander lines actually run and 
marked in the field, random and offset lines not included. 

3. The District agrees that it will cause to be surveyed 
the aforesaid townships and sections nnd mark the boun 
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daries of the same in accordance with the instructions 
herein referred to, and will cause to be set a standard 
raonnment consisting of l 1 /*" galvanized iron pipe not 
less than 6' in length, having a properly inscribed marker 
firmly attached to the top to indicate the section and 
township to which it refers. 

The marker on the top of + * pile shall consist of a 
galvanized iron coupling l^'xl^", having the l 1 ^" 
end filled to a depth of not less than y 4 " with babbit neat- 
ly poured and finished on the outside and divided into 
four quadrants marked thereon to indicate the section 
and township to which it refers. The marker shall, when 
the depth to which it must be driven requires, have a 
cypress extension fitted into the pipe and driven with it 
to firmly support the said pipe. The monument shall be 
set so that the marker shall be 30" above ground. 

In addition, wooden stakes shall be set to mark each 
length of forty (40) chains or the quarter section corner 
on the section line between section corners, and also at 
the intersection of each course of a meander line when so 
run. The half-mile stakes shall be l"x3"x(J" approximate 
dimensions, pine or cypress, marked with one notch on 
each eige or bored not less than three fourths inch long 
or in diameter, by one-fourth inch deep. 

The material of which the monument and markers are 
to be constructed will be furnished by the Trustees. The 
same must be properly marked, assembled and placed 
by the surveyor of the district. 

4. The allowable error of closure on section lines shall 
not exceed thirty-five (35) links east and west or north 
and south ; on r ownship lines the allowable error shall not 
exceed 1% chains to six (fit miles north and south for 
each mile of line. For fractional sections and township* 
the allowable error will be in proportion to the length of 
line at the above named rates. The allowable error of 
closure on meander lines shall not exceed one-half ('/*•) 
link for each chain of line, provided the to+al error of a 
meander line in a section shall not exceed seventy (70\ 
links. 

5. The said surveys shall be made with a transit fitted 
with the necessary attachments and accessories for de- 
termining the direction wi*h reference to the true meri- 
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dian independently of the magnetic needle. The measure- 
ment of distances shall be made with a steel tape not less 
than two (2) chains nor more than five (5) chains in 
length and all distances shall be reported in chains and

6. There shall be reported in the field notes the na- 
tun- of land, the topography on or adjacent to the line, 
the growth encountered, improvements^ buildings or 
clearings, etc., the depth of soil for a distance of ten (10) 
feet below ground, or rock if less than ten (10) feet, each 
quarter-mile point and section corner, and a description 
of the character of soil encountered,

The plat shall also contain a tabulation of the sections 
surveyed with the area in acres set opposite each section. 
On the plat each section boundary shall] have the length 
indicated thereon in chains, and each line shall have its 
bearing noted. Said plal shall be executed with India 
ink, on a scale of forty (411) chains equal one (1) inch, 
on standard cloth-back white drawing paper, having 
dimensions; fifteen and one-half (15y 3 ) inches north and 
south hv twenty-two (22) inches east 'and west.

Distances 
shall be reported in chains in the column marked there- 
for. The top 1 of the page shall be marked with the town- 
ship and range referring to the notes below. 

At the end of the field notes referring to each town- 
ship there shall be drawn on a scale of one (1) inch 
equals eighty (80) chains, a skeleton sketch of the town- 
ship on which is to be indicated the length in chains and 
hearing of each section Hue. No topography or detail is 
to be shown on the sketch. In the beginning of each 
volume of field notes there shall be an index referring to 
the subject matter of the volume. This index shall be 
prepared in the form of a sketch of one-half (Vb'i inch 
equals eighty (80| chains and the township subdivision 
into sections indicated by dotted lines. On the section 
line a number shall be written corresponding to the page 
on which the field notes of that line are to be found.

s. The Trustees covenant and agree to reimburse the 
District for surveys made in accordance with the pro- 
visions and conditions of the contract at the rate herein- 
before mentioned on the fifteenth (15) day of the month 
following that in which the work was done an amount 
equal to ninetv (98) per cent, of that shown by the esti- 
mate of the IMstrict's surveyor to be due for the work 
performed by the said surveyor during the said month, 
and the remaining ten (10) per cent, shall be retained 
and reserved by the Trustees as guarantee on the part of 
the surveyor, of the faithful performance of the work 
herein set out, and said retained amount shall be released 
by the Trustees to the said District for the work of the 
said surveyor upon the completion of the said work in 
accordance with the terms and provisions of this contract,

9. The surveys herein provided for shall." be promptly 
begun by the District under contract with a suveyor 
properly qualified for the said work, and said contract 
and said surveyor shall meet the approval of the Trus- 
tees, it being understood that the contract between the 
District and the surveyor shall embody substantially the 
conditions and provisions relating to the work herein 
provided. The said surveys shall be actively and ener- 
getically carried out and it is distinctly understood that 
iu all respects the said surveys shall be! made under the 
direction and supervision of the Chief; Drainage Engi- 
neer of the Trustees. 

10. The work herein provided for shall not be sublet 
or sub-contracted either hv the District or by the sur- 
veyor to whom the contract is awarded! by the District, 
without having first obtained permission expressed iu 
writing from the Trustees so to do, ana that in case of 
such sub-letting said sub-contract shall in no way affect 
the principal contract existing between the said parties 
hereto. 

11. In the event of additional work not included in 
the description herein contained, or in event of a deduc- 
tion of work from that herein described, the Trustees 
shall have the right to make such additions or deductions 
without affecting other conditions or rates of payment 
hereunder stipulated.

lion. W. A. MacWtll tti ins appeared lx>fore the Trus- 
tees relative to the sale «>f a small island located in Sec- 
tions twenty-three and twenty-four. Township nine south. 
BsBge thirty east, to Mr. George W. Corbett of St. Au- 
gustine, and stated thai Mr. Corbett bad offered to pur- 
chase this island, containing approximately ten acre, 
from the Trustees at f 100,(10, and claimed that the same 
was of no value to him except for the purpose of keep- 
ing negroes from camping thereon as he had a summer 
cottage located near said island. 

Mr. Liming moved that the price offered be rejected 
and that the Trustees appoint Mr, Corbet t agent for the 
Trustees, without compensation, to look after this island 
for the Trustees and prohibit disreputable and objection- 
able parties from camping on and frequenting said is- 
land. 

The Special Counsel having been requested to advise 
the Trustees if they would have authority to construct 
lock in West Palm Beach Canal, in Palm Beach County, 
rendered the following Gpinion, which was ordered 
placed of record in the Minutes of the proceeding of the 
Trustees of this date, as follows, to-wit : 
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Tallahassee, Florida, March 29, 1919. 

Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund, ' 

Tallahassee, Florida. 

Gentlemen : 

Replying to your request of March 25, in which you 
desire to be advised whether or not the Trustees of the 
Internal Improvement Fund are authorized to construct 
a lock in West Palm Beach Canal near the Spillway in 
Palm Beach Comity, I beg to advise that: 

The Constitution operative in this State ii 1855 con- 
tained the following provision: 

F'A liberal system- of internal improvements be- 
ing essential to the development of the resources of 
the country shall lie encouraged by the government 
of! this State, and it shall be the duty of j the gen- 
eral assembly as ft f ton an practicable to ascertain oy 
Inn- proper objects of improvement in relation to 
roudSf canal*, and navigable streams, and to provide 
for a suitable application of such funds as may be 
appropriated for such improvement." 

The Governor of Florida, on November 24, 1854, in his 
Message to the Legislature, directed its attention to the 
foregoing and urged the passage of an Act Outlining a 
liberal system of internal improvement in Florida. 

Pursuant to the said provision of the Constitution and 
the recommendation of the Governor, the Legislature of 
1855 enacted Chapter 610, of the Laws of Florida, title 
to which is "An Act to Provide for and Encourage a 
lAberal Sffttem of Internal Improvement in this State." 
Many provisions of this Act are pertinent tjo your in- 
quiry and are quoted herein. 

Section 1, of Chapter 610, created the Internal Im- 
provement Fund of Florida and is as follows; 

"Section 1. So much of the five hundred thousand 
acres of land granted to this State for internal im- 
provement purposes by an Act of Congress passed 
the 3 day of March, A. P. 1845, as remain & unsold, 
and the proceeds of the sales of such lands hereto- 
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fore sold as now remains* on ha ad unappropriated, 
and all proceeds that may hereafter accrue from the 
sales of said lands, also all the swamp land or lands 
subject to overflow granted this State by an Act of 
Congress approved September 28, A. D. 1850, to- 
gether with all the proceeds that have accrued or may 
hereafter accure to the State from the sale of such 
lands, are set apart and declared a separate and dis- 
tinct fund, called the Internal Improvement Fund 
of the State of Florida, and are to be strictly ap- 
plied according to the pmrimoiui of this choptrr." 

Section 2, of Chapter (510, created the Trustees of the 
Internal Improvement Fund, outlined their powers and 
duties, and is as follows: 

"Section 2. For the purpose of assuring the pro- 
per application of said funds for the pur (mites herein 
declared, said lands and all the funds arising from 
the sale thereof, after paying the necessary expenses 
of selection, management and sale, are irrevocably 
vested in five trustees, to-wit, in the Coventor of the 
State, the Comptroller, the State Treasurer, the At- 
torney General, and tbe Commissioner of Agricul- 
ture, and their successors in office, to hold the same 
in trust for the uses and purposes hereinafter pro- 
vided, with the power to sell and transfer said lands 
to the purchasers and receive payment for the game 
and invest the surplus moneys arising therefrom 
from time to time in stocks of the- United States, 
stocks of the several States, or the Internal Im- 
provement Fund bonds issued under the provisions 
of law and drawing not less than six per cent, an- 
nual interest, also the surplus interest accumulat- 
ing from such investments. Said Trustees shall 
have all the rights, property, powers, claims, reme- 
dies, actions, suits and things whatsoever belonging 
to them or appertaining before or at the time of 
the enactment hereof, and they shall remain subject 
to, and pay, fulfill, perform and discharge all debts, 
duties and obligations of their trust existing at the 
time of the enactment hereof or provided for herein." 
Section 16, of Chapter 610, authorized the Trustees to 
fix the price of the lands embraced in the said trust, to 
arrange for the drainage thereof, and is as follows; 
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"Section 10. The Trustees of the Internal Im- 
provement Fund shall fix the price of the [ public 
lauds included in the trust, having due regard to 
their location, value for agricultural purposes, or, 
on account of timber and naval stores, make snch 
arrangements for the (iivhiar/e of the swapup or 
overfloiccd lands as in their judgment may be most 
advantageous to the Internal Improvement Fund and 
the settlement and eulti ration of the lauds, and the 
said Trustees shall encourage actual settlement and 
cultivation of the said lawls b,v allowing [.Te-enip- 
tious under such rules ami regulations as they may 
deem advisable, provided in no case shall pre-emp- 
tions for more than one section of land be granted 
to ajny one settler." 

Section 4. of Chapter I! 10, fully defines the system of 
internal improvement contemplated therein and is as 
follows: 

•Section 4. That a line of railroad from the St. 
John's River, at Jacksonville, and the waters of the 
I'ensacola Kay, with an extension from suitable 
points on said line to St. Mark's River, or ( 'rooked 
River, at While Bluff, on Apalachicola Bay, in Mid- 
dle Florida, and to the waters of the St. Andrew's 
Bay, in West Florida, and a line from Amelia Is- 
land on the Atlantic to the waters of Tampa Bay, 
in Son tli Florida, with an extension to Cedar Key, 
in Bast Florida, also a canal from the waters of the 
St. John's River, on Lake Harney, to the waters of 
Indian River, are proper improvement* to be aided 
from (he Internal fin pro rem rut Fund" \ 

It will be proper to state here that practically all the 
lands constituting the Internal Improvement Ifund were 
conveyed to the State under the Act of Congress of Sep- 
temher 28, I860, as above referred to, and that the said 
Act of Congress provided that the lands so conveyed to 
the State were charged at all times with the trust to 
drain and reclaim the same. 

A clear analysis of the foregoing provisions of the 
Constitution and Chapter 610 are conclusive tq my mind 
that as custodians of the Internal Improvement Fund 
you are not authorized to expend, disburse or appropriate 
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the said Fund or the income therefrom, except for suelt 
purpostr s, at smch time* and hi the manner directed by 
the Lrt/ixiaturr. There are many provisions in Chapter 
(Jib other than those quoted herein, which verify this 
(■(inclusion. 

Further support nip this view, your attention is di ; 
rected to the following excerpts from the opinion of the 
Supreme Court of this State in Trustees of the Internal 
hupioveiueut Fund v. Bailey, reported in 10 Florida, at 
page 112: 

"A holder of bonds issued under the internal im- 
provement act of January fi, 1855, may enjoin the 
Trustees of said fund from appropriating any por- 
tion of it to other pur*.ioses than those named in the 
Art so as to endanger his security, even though such 
appropriation Ik* corn nisi tided by a subsequent Act 
of the General Assembly. 

"It surely could not have Ihhmi the expectation of 
the frameis of the Constitution that the General As- 
sembly would Ik* able at nnv one time to designate 
nil the improvements that were through all time to 
be aided by this magnificent! fund. On the contrary 
the General Assembly were to rf« this as toon u» 
prartiwblr. and, ns ire think, from time to time, 
as the means at their command would justify it. 

"The Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund 
mat/ apply, under thr direction of the Lraiidatitrr, 
the annual income arising from said fund to other 
purposes of internal improvement, etc. So it will he 
seen that it was not the design to absorb the whole 
fund in aiding the designated improvements to the 
exclusion of all others, but only to postpone all 
others until those first designated shall have l>cen 
put into successful operation. This we clearly think 
the General Assembly had the right to do." 

In Trustees nf the Internal Improvement Fund v. 
Bailey, the Court had under consideration an Act au- 
thorizing the Trustees to use moneys belonging to the 
said Fund for cleaning out the mouth of the Apalachieola 
River. Bailey, being the holder of bonds issued under 
the Act of 1855, creating the said fund, brought suit 
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against the Trustees to restrain the appropriation of any 
moneys from the said fund except for the purposes de- 
nned in Section 4, as above quoted, and the Court granted 
the relief sought, notwithstanding the fact that a subse- 
quent Act had been passed bv the Legislature authoriz- 
ing such expenditure. 

Tlie Legislature of this State, in Chapter 1320 of the 
ActB of 1862, Chapter 3154 of the Acts of 1872, Chapter 
4234 of the Acts of 1893, the same being Sections 426 and 
427 of the C.eneral Statutes of Florida; Chapter 5245 of 
the Acts of 1903, the same being Sections 869 and 870 
of the Genera] Statutes of Florida, and in other in- 
stances, has outlined ami designated special works and 
systems iif internal improvement that were proper to he 
aided and encouraged l.y moneys arising from the said 
Fund, lint none of these Acts, in my judgment, would 
authorize the expenditure in question, each: specifying 
particular improvements to he made and the authority 
of the Trustee* in each case being limited by the terms 
of the Act. as was the rase in Section 4, of Chapter 010. 
heron quoted. 

Section 1. of Cha ]itm- 6453, of the Acts of L913, is the 
last word of the Legislature affecting your powers and 

duties, and is as follows: 

"Section 1. That the Trustees of the Internal Im- 
provement Fund of Florida be and they a:-e hereby 
authorized and empowered to borrow money and in- 
nir obligations from time to time on such terms and 
at such rates of interest as they may deetn proper 
far the purpose of raising funds to contjinne the 
prosecution or to aid in the continuance and prosecu- 
tion to final completion the canals, drains, dikes, 
tld ins and reservoirs that are now in process of con- 
st met ion, and to bnild or to aid in the building of 
such other canals, drains, dikes, dams, locks and 
reservoirs as m the judgment of the Trustees of the 
Internal tmptxtvcwnt Fund may be iteefssary to 
drain u-ntl reclaim the twamp and overflowed lands 
afqtttred by the State of Florida nude,'- the Art of 
ConynsH apprmrd September 28. 1850, that may 
now be in stud Fund." 

Section 16. of Chapter 610. Acts of 1855, and Section 1, 
of Chapter 6453. Acts of 1013. as above, define the pow- 
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ers of the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund 
in the matter of draining and reclaiming swamp and 
overflowed lands acquired under Act of Congress of Sep- 
tember 28, 1850, and all other Acts of the Legislature af- 
fecting the expenditure of the Internal Improvement 
Fund were passed subject to the rights of all creditors 
of the said Fund and the trust of drainage and reclama- 
tion, * 

In view of the fact that the Internal Improvement 
Fund is subject at all times to legislative control and all 
Acts of the Legislature providing for improvements there- 
from are restricted to the terms of the respective Acts, 
none of which cover the expenditure in question, and 
the said Internal Improvement Fund being subject at all 
times to the trust of drainage and reclamation, as is 
now provided in Section 16, of Chapter 610, and Section 
1, of Chapter 6453, as above, I am of the opinion that as 
such Trustees your authority is restricted therein to the 
construction of such canals, dams, locks, drains, dikes 
and other controlling works as m your judgment may be 
necessary to drain and reclaim the swamp and overflowed 
lands in the State acquired under the Act of Congress 
of September 28, 1850, and unless the construction of a 
lock on the Dixie Highway at or near the Spillway on 
West I'alm Beach Canal, in Talm Beach County, Florida.. 
in- your judgment, is necessary to such, drainage and 
reclamation, you are without legal authority to construct 
the same.

lands adjacent to the cut-off canal and the east end of the 
Tamiami Trail Canal now under continual ion to empty 
directly into the Tamiami Trail Canal and open up that 
canal to tide water, 

•'THEREFORE BE IT RESOLVED By the Land- 
owner's league of the Southern Drainage Distrtrt thai 
ihe Supervisor! °f *h p Southern Drainage District re 
quest the Chief Engineer of the State and the Trusties 
of the Internal Improvement Fund to instruct the con 
tractors to cut the canal under construction directly in*o 
the Tamiami Trail Canal. 

BE IT RESOLVED FERTHKR That the Southern 
Drainage District, if possible, should allow the dredge 
now working to continue and excavate the Tamiami Trail 
Canal to the width called for by the Plan of Reclamation,

A committee consisting; of Messrs. W. A. Meltae, Chair 
man, Ernest Amos and the Chief Drainage Engineer was 
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appointed by the Trustees to recommend a sub-division 
and prices for the lands owned by the Trustees of the 
Internal Improvement Fund in Pelican Lake Sub- Drain- 
age District. 

The committee submits herewith a plan of sub-division, 
the survey of which has been completed, and a list of 
prices on the lands above referred to. 

The committee recommends two classes of prices — one 
for cash and the other on time. Where the purchase is 
made ou time, an advance of 10% over cash prices is 
recommended and the making of partial payments on the 
basis of 20% down and 2(1% at the end of oue, two, three 
and four years, giving a total of four years within which 
to complete payment. 

The prices per acre have been arrived at on the basis 
of sales heretofore made for similar lands in this locality. 
Difference in prices have been graded in accordance with 
favorable locations along main canal and in accordance 
with quality of land. The sub-division has been so ar- 
ranged that all lots front on a canal or lateral and the 
fartiierest point of any lot from a canal or lateral does not 
exceed one- fourth mile. 

It is recommended that the entire right-of-way of the 
West Palm Beach Canal be reserved. Dots bordering this 
canal, therefore, have their canal boundary on the right- 
of-way line which is 130 feet from the center of the canal. 
On lateral ditches a right-of-way of 60 feet has been re- 
served. The right-of-way for ditches is under the con-" 
trol of the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund 
and also under the regulation, as far as the laterals are 
concerned, of the Pelican Lake Sub-Drainage District, 
to whom the Trustees granted casements in this strip 
for ditch right-of-way purposes. 

The lots comprising the subdivision vary in size from 
approximately ten to thirty acres, the standard sub- 
division being on the basis of twenty acres, which, with 
rights-of-way deducted, gives a regular size lot an area 
of 19.55 acres.

Detr Mr. Burguieres: 

I have your letter of June 14th, requesting my opinion 
of whether or not the Trustees of the Internal Improve- 
ment Fund are legally authorized to exchange la mis with 
ill ird parties in the Kverglades. 

*In reply I beg to advise that the only statutory au- 
thority that we have that is pertinent to your inquiry, is 
Sit t ions fil7 and <J20 of the General Statutes of Florida, 
which read as follows: 

"Section 617. Trustees, their powers and duties, — 
For the purpose of assuring the proper application of 
said fund for the purposes herein declared, snid 
lands and nil the funds arising from the sale thereof, 
after having the iHMTHulJ ex|>ense of selection, man- 
agement and sale, are irrevocably vested in five 
Trustees, to-wit : In the Governor of the State, the 
Com j/t roller, the State Treasurer, the Attorney Gen- 
eral and the Commisisoner of Agriculture, and their 
successors in office, to hold the same in trust for 
the uses and purj«>ses hereinafter provide*!, with the 
j>ower to sell and transfer said lands to the pur- 
chasers and receive payment for the same, and in- 
vest the surplus moneys arising therefrom from time 
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to time in stocks of the United States, Stocks of the 
several States, or the Internal Improvement Bonds, 
issued under the provisions of law, and drawing not 
less than 6 per cent, annual interest; also the sur- 
plus interest accruing from such investments. Said 
Trustees shall have all the rights, property, powers, 
claims, remedies, actions, suits and things whatso- 
ever helonging to them or appertaining before and at 
the time of the enactment hereof, and they shall re- 
main subject to and pay, fulfill, perform and dis- 
cbarge all debts, duties and obligations of their trust 
existing at the time of the enactment hereof or pro- 
vided for herein." 

"Section 62U. Trustees to fix the price of lands. 
The Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund 
shall fix the price of the public lands included in 
the trust, having due regard to their location, value 
for agricultural purposes or on account of timber 
or uaval stores, and make such arrangements for 
the drainage of the swamp or overflowed lands as 
in their judgement may be most advantageous to the 
Internal Improvement Fund, and the settlement and 
cultivation of the lands; and the said Trustees shall . 
encourage actual settlement and cultivation of the 
said lands by allowing pre-emptions under such 
rules and regulations as they deem advisable; Pro-" 
vided that in no case shall pre-emptiou for more 
than one section of land be granted to anv oue set- 
tler." 

An inspection of the laws as above quoted discloses 
that there i.« 110 express authority for the Trustees of the 
Internal Improvement Fund to make exchanges of over- 
glades lauds with third parties as outlined in your letter. 
You will note, however, that Section 617 as above, pro- 
vides for the "management of these lands, and Section 
t-20, gives the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund 
a very broad discretion in the matter of making arrange- 
ments for drainage, settlement and cultivation,.'' 

I am, therefore, of the opinion that so long as land 
exchanges on the part of the Trustees of the Internal 
Improvement Fund are restricted to those that in their 
judgement could be just i fieri from the standpoint of 
drainage, settlement, or cultivation, our Courts would 
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bold- them good, but I do not believe that there is any 
expressed or implied authority for holding such ex- 
changes authorized on any other basis. 

Relative to the specific exchanges referred to in your 
letter in the light of the foregoing reasoning, I would 
say that if from the standpoint of the Trustees such ex- 
changes would in any wise aid, facilitate or be eontribu- 
tory'to drainage! settlement or cultivation, even though 
remotely, they would be a legal exercise of the discretion 
imposed in the Trustees of the Internal Improvement 
Fund.

Gentlemen : — 

The subject of this report is the survey of Everglades 
Land. 

The subject of surveying the lands of the Everglades 
has been before the Trustees of the Internal Improve- 
ment Fund practically ever since the State obtained title 
to them. 

The Everglades are among those lands which came to 
the State under the provisions of an Act of Congress of 
September 28th, 185(1, known as the Swamp and Over- 
flowed Land Grant Act. Conveyance was made bv pa- 
tent dated April 29, 1903. 

There is no complete data or compiled information on 
the subject of Everglades surveys, records are scattered 



and fragmentary, and no comprehensive report relating 
to the same has ever been prepared. The ever increasing 
importance of the subject is, in the judgment of your 
Engfaeer, justification for submitting a reliable and ac- 
rn rate report thereon. 

The Everglades were patented to the State of Florida 
by the United States as umwveyed lands. The patent 
described the lands comprising the Everglades by 
metes and bounds. The opening language of the descrip- 
tion in the patent from the (government to the State is 
as follows: "The Everglades, being the swamp and over- 
flowed lands within the following mrtrx and hounds," 
The perimeter of the Everglades Trait was delineated and 
defined by exterior survey lines and by natural boun- 
daries. The survey lines wpre Ihose run by the Federal 
Government around the outside of the Everglades, ter- 
minating in the marginal land where the higher ground 
merged into the marsh of the Glades. The natural boun- 
daries were the shores of Lake Okeechobee at the North- 
ern edge of the Everglades and the shores of the sea at 
their Southern edge. The description follows the line 
set forth on the accompanying plat, which is a photo- 
graphic print from tracing prepared by the United States 
(if the original Everglades Patent, "containing in the 
aggregate an estimated area of two million, eight hun- 
dred and sixty-two thousand, two hundred and eighty 
acres (2.862,280)". Photo print of departmental letter 
transmitting the plat is also shown herewith.

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The wearing «if Hie patent to the Everglades was the 
initial step undertaken hy Florida in laying the founda- 
tion for the great reclamation project upon which the 
State was soon I hereafter to embark. 

The question of surveying the EvergladeB soon came 
ltefore the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund, 
in whom is vested the administration of these lands. 
The Trustees realized the importance and magnitude of 
the problem of surveying over two and three-quarter mil- 
lion acres of land which the Deputy Federal Surveyors, 
who encountered the edge of the Everglades only, de- 
scnl>ed in their field notes as "impenetrable and imprac- 
thahle marsh. " Furthermore, the Trustees were of the 
opinion I hat the survey of these lands should 1m> car- 
ried out hy the Federal Government because the patent 
had come from them, and further for the reason that the 
I'nited States had made the survey of the lands adjacent 
and exterior lo the Everglades, were prepared to make 
public land surveys, and had their own corps of Deputy 
Surveyors, Cadastral Engineers, field equipment, etc. 
The Trustees requested the General Land Office at Wash- 
ington to make complete land surveys of the Everglades, 
• 'insisting of the usual division into townships, ranges 
and sections. The Loud Office declined to make a sur- 
vey «f the lands of the Everglades, on the ground that 
this tract had been conveyed by grant as unsurveyed 
lands and that it was not the policy of the General Land 
Office to make survey u of lands so conveyed unless es 
peehuljr authorized and directed hy Congress so to do. 
The Trustees further urged the survey of the Everglades, 
as evidenced by the following resolution adopted by them 
December 23rd, 1!KU, page 28ft, Vol. 5. Minutes Trustees 
Internal Improvement Fund. 

'•WIIEKEAS, There is a large acreage of nnsurveyed 
lands within the State of Florida, amounting to about 
three million acres, patented to the State of Florida b\ 
the United States in April, 1903, which should he sur- 
veyed ; and, 

■WHEREAS. The State of Florida is not authorized 
to survey the lands, this being a function exercised ex- 
clusive! v bv the I'nited States Government; therefore. 
be it 



"Resolved by the Trustees of the Internal Improvement 
Fund of tlie State of Florida, in whom the swamp and 
uvei (lowed lands granted under the Act of Congress of 
September 28, 1850, is vested, Tliat the Senators and 
Representatives in the Congress of the United State** 
from Florida he, and they are hereby, urgd to iutrodnee 
a hill in the Congress of the United Stales providing 
fur a survoy of the unsurveyed lands in Florida under 
the supervision of the Interior Department of the United 
Stale.-;. 

"Kesolved Further, That copies of these resolutions he 
furnished to Hon. S. B. Mallory, United States Senator; 

Taliaferro, United States Senator; Hon. Ste- 
phen M. Sparknian, Congressman ; Hon. II. W. Davis, Con- 
gressman, and lion. W. B. Lamar, Congressman, by the 
Secretary of the Trustees." 

Congress did not authorize the survey. 

The statement in the second paragraph of the resolu- 
tion that "The State of Florida is not authorized to sur- 
vey the lands," is not wholly correct, for the reason that 
the lands comprising the Everglades had been conveyed 
to the State in fee simple in the language of the patent as 
follows; "By these presents do give and grant unto the 
said State of Florida in fee simple, subject to the dis 
posal of the legislature thereof, the tract jof laud above 
described ; to liave and to hold the same, together with 
all rights, privileges, immunities and appurtenances there- 
to belonging unto the said State of Florida, in fee simple 
and its assigns forever." The ownership of the land in 
fee, carrying with it all rights, privileges, etc., certainly 
gave the State the right to survey the land in any man- 
ner if pleased. The statement in the resolution was un- 
doubtedly used in the nature of an argument to enconr 
and persuade the Federal Government to carry out the 
survey requested. 

In these several efforts to obtain a survey of the Ever- 
glades by the Federal Government the Trustees were un- 
successful. In the meantime the drainage project was tak- 
ing shape and the Trustees were making arrangements 
for large land sales. This made more and more urgent 
the execution of a survey of the land. In the absence 
of an actual land survey, the Trustees decided to prepare

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an approximate map on paper as a temporary expediency 
to represent ami illustrate in a general way the lands 
uT tin* Everglades, ami for indicating approximately the 
location of lands described in deeds from the Trustees 
to the purchasers. To this end the Trustees requested 
the Commissioner of Agriculture to prepare a map to be 
used iii illustrating Everglades lauds. On January 2nd, 
lih'Iti, the Commissioner of Agriculture presented a map 
with the following letter, page 5, Vol. 6, Minutes Trus- 
tees of Internal Improvement Fund: '

the ilistiiii nittld be assessed. An examination of these 
plats show that about as far as they went was to il- 
lustrate a laud division hy tlie nsnal method of townships, 

ranges, and sections. 

' In WOS the first Everglades land sales of importance 
were consummated, which provide*! additional funds for 
further prosceuting the work of drainage. These sales 
include*] many thousands nf acres nf unsurveyed land* 
lying within Ihe great Everglades Tract. Deeds from 
the Trustees described the hind by townships, niinges and 
sections in the usual manner. In a few instances where 
lands had lx>eu surveyed by the Cnited Htatea Govern- 
ment along the Isuder of the Hlades, the deedp carried 
the acreage as to the snrveyed lands set forth hv the Gov- 
ernment plats. 1 1 nt tit the case of the great nnsurveyed 
Everglades, which included all Intra practically negligible 
amount of lauds sold, the description of land was given 
by townships, ranges, and sections, and the area esti- 
mated on tlie bit sis of normal sections of six hundred and 
forty acres each and townships of thirty -six such nections. 
That is to say, in arriving at a description of the lands 
to lve deeded, the total number of acres was taken, and 
this amount divided by HP*, whereupon as many sections 
were named as Gift was contained in the total number 
of acres conveyed. Furthermore it was well understood 
that the lands so described and conveyed were subject to 
final actual survery in the field. Land sales were continued 
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tn it- made, us above described, ami in some Instances 
reference area made &>r illustrative purposes. In the plats 
tif urns and UiitT. already described. 

As the drainage project advanced more land wiles were 
made I i.v tlie Trustees to land companies nud tu individ- 
mils, and tlie land companies in turn began making sales 
■ if their lands tu individual |iur< liasers, usually in small 
tracts and sectional sub-divisions. There is attached 
herein a plat nf holdings nf one of the laud companies 
purfceainsj troiu the Trustees, showing "their subdivision 
of their land. It will he noted that their own subdivi- 
sion in on the basis of b-10 acres to a section, thus snb- 
sian tin ting tlie understanding thai sections were to eon- 
tain a normal acreage of U40 each as nearly as niay be 
The rapidly increasing number of Kverglades I .and own- 
em made still more urged t the carrying nut of definite 
land surveys in order to accurately mark out on the 
»i-i Mini iIh- land conveyed and dem-rilied by the deeds 
from the Trust ecs of the Internal Improvement Fund 
and '■> which the owners of bind could identify their 
pun liases. It will be home in mind that the great Kver 
glades Trad was still, in 1910, totally mi surveyed, ami 
it is here emphasized that this condition was known by 
land purchasers, am) that all lauds taken from the Trus- 
tees of the Internal Improvement Fund was upon the full 
understanding that such was subject to a Anal, definite 
snrvev in the field.

The following is from tlie Minutes of the Trustees of 
October 29th, llilci. page HTX Vol. 8: 

■The Trustees, considering the above matter and the 
matter (if making a sunn of other portions of the Ever- 
glades, instructed that the matter of a survey of tlie 
I :i ii ils unsurveyed. or so much thereof as deemed prac- 
ticable, of the Everglade*, lie referred to Chief Drainage 
Engineer, J. O. Wright, with a request that lie consider 
the matter and report 1" the Trustees any suggestions 
lie may have to make upon same as soon as possible, for 
their consideration." 

(tn November 13, l!HO, the Chief Drainage Engineer 
submitted a Export to the Trustees on a Lain! Survey for 
the Everglades, This report was called "Instructions 
for Surveying the Land Embraced in t". S. Patent No. 
Y-'.l. Known as the Everglades." The same were approved 

liv the Trustees. December 1*9, 19111. 

l 
i 1 i following is ( | noted from the Instructions: 

"The Vnitcd States (Joverninent has adopted a plan 
known as the rectangular subdivision of public lands. 
under which practically all of the public lauds of the 
I'nitt'd States have been surveyed and subdivided by the 
I'nitcd States Government, 

"This law provides in general, that the public lands 
Of the United States shall be divided by North and South 
lines run according to the true meridian and by others 
crossing them at right angles, so as to form townships 
six miles square. Also that the townships shall lie di- 
vided into thirty-six sections, each of which shall con- 
tain t54t) acres, as nearly as may be, by a system of two 
seta of parallel lines, one governed by the true meridian 
and the other by parallels of latitude, the latter inter- 
secting the former at right angles and at intervals of 
line mile. 

■■('nder this act the survey of the public lands in Flor- 
ida is founded on a tnie meridian running north and 
south through Tallahassee and a base line running east 
and west at right angles to the meridian through this 
joint. The ranges and townships are numbered from 
thi« true meridian and liase line." 
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"Practically all of the public lands of Florida, ex- 
cept the Everglades, have been snbdivided by the United 
States Government in accordance with the general pw 
visions alsjve sjieeitted. The tract commonly known as 
the i:\ci glades has not been subdivided, but the urn" 
it part of tile adjacent lands surrounding this tract 
has been surveyed by the I'nited States Government 
and the township and section corners located and marked 
liy suitable monuments." 

Aft ci- making the foregoing statements relative to the 
general practice followed by the United states in the 
execution of public land surveys, the instructions pro 
cced To describe in detail the manner of carrying mil 
a survey for the Kverghides in accordance with I he Tore 
going. 

In brief, the purpose of the instructions was to l;iy 
down a plan fur carrying out a survey of the Everglade* 
by the usual method of division into sections contain 
ing (>4t I acres each and townships containing 36 sec- 
tions.' This was in conformity with the original and eon 
tinned intention of the Trustees for surveying the land 
in the usual manner. The attached map shows the gen- 
eral plan of survey. An examination of the same and a 
comparison with the plats of 1905 and 1!H>7, shows it to 
be practically identical with said plats in the manner 
of laud snb-di visions proposed. Thus it is shown that 
the original intent and purple of the Trustees to divide 
the land into townships and sections of normal Rice and 
shape is preserved and furthered by the istmctinns adopt- 
ed in 1010 for actually beginning the survey of the 
Everglades. 
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In the spring of 1911, based on these instructions, in I 
ual survey work was begun. One party commented sur- 
veying on the East side of the Glades and one on the 
West side. The first work was the re-location and re- 
establish merit of the government lines and corners bor- 
dering the Everglades. The assumption on which the plan 
of survey was predicated was, as already shown, that the 
Federal Surveys of the adjoining exterior lands defined sec- 
tions and townships of the normal size of one mile square 
and six miles square respectively. 

At the very beginning of actual field surveys it was 
discovered by measurements on the ground that the old 
Government lines and corners generally did not reprc 
sent sections and townships of normal size. Neither 
did the field notes in many cases disclose the conditions 
above described. In most cases field surveys marked off 
larger areas than (540 acres for a section, and 23,040 for 
a township. In some instances the excess area was not 
large and was susceptible of the common distribution of 
excess within a section or within a township, but in many 
cases the surplus was so large as to require especial dis 
position. The accumulated excess in the sections of some 
townships i-eached nearly a thousand acres. 

To give a specific illustration note the attached plat: 
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Many uther such cases were disclosed I y tlie State sur- 
vey. Tlie total amount of surplus tlius far discovered 
amount in round figures to 7(>,0»H» acres. This irregular- 
ity*, if carried out, would have resulted in serious complj 
cations in the title to lauds conveyed hy the Trustees 
by Sections of a certain size, acreage of a stated amount 
and for a consideration based thereon. Furthermore, the 
hinds <jf the district are all subject to taxes and based 
upon the old protracted plat were thousands of acres that 
were escaping taxation, because not shown thereon to 
exist, while in certain other cases taxes were actually 
levied on lauds which did not even exist, but erroneously 
shown to exist by the same protraction. Obviously the 
survey must be made to correctly represent the land as 
it lay and from such a survey a dependable map must 
be developed. 

F<>r the purpose of obtaining adequate aud reliable 
data on which to base a final plan of survey for the 
Everglades, field investigations were continued, qld gov- 
ernment lines and corners bordering the Everglades were 
re-measured and mapped aud definite poiuts which could 
be used for the projection of Iwse parallels and guide me 
ridians for an Everglades survey were established. This 
work was carried ont on both the East and West side 
of the Glades. A base line carefully projected by ac- 
curate instruments, checked and verified, was run from 
the West side of the Glades, beginning at a proven Gov- 
ernment corner, to the East side of the Glades, ending 
at a Government corner. The opposite sides of the Glades 
were thus, for the first time, tied together by an actual 
survey. 

With the data now in hand, developed from careful 
surveys on the ground, it became possible to lay down 
an intelligent plan for surveying the great unsurveyed 
area in accordance with the original intent of the Trus- 
tees and with which said plan the description and acre- 
age set forth in the deeds from the State would con 
form, as nearly as the same was physically practicable. 
For the purpose of laying down a correct plan as above 
for continuing the survey, the Trustees on December 23rd, 
1912. adopted "Amended Instructions for Surveying the 
Land Embraced in U. S. Patent No. 137, Known as the 
Everglades." 
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Tin* general plan under these amended instructions de- 
parted iu no way from the principle adopted in termer 
minutes and resolutions of the Trustees, these iustru - 
i ions run turning in addition merely a provision for tak- 
ing care of the targe surplus of land* 1 and irregular i( i BS 
found to exist from extending I he adjoining Federal Bur- 
• veys. 

The following is quoted Horn the Amended Inftruv- 
1 imi*; : 

"WHEREAS. Tlie Trustees of the Internal Improve 
ment Fund of the Stale of Florida did on December '2\K 
I!HII, approve ami adopt certain resolutions for survey 
ma Ihe land embraced in I. S, Patent No. KIT. known 
as the Everglades; and 

"WHEREAS, These instructions were based on the 
lines and corners established by the V. 8, Survey of 
the adjacent territory, together with a map and resolu- 
tions of the Trustees of the Internal Improvement Fund, 
adopted June 11, 1!><)7; and 

"WHEREAS, The field notes, with few exceptions, of 
the l_\ S. Survey show the townships abutting the Ever- 
glades to lie ISO chain* long on each shir, ami the section* 
to lie one mile square; and 

■WHEREAS, The official map adopted by the Tins 
tees was predicated on the ( io vera men t Survey and Field 
Notes, and wan supposed to give townships six mites 
square, containing 040 acres each; and 

"WHEREAS, It has been found by actual measure 
ment that practically all the townships adjacent to the 
land embraced in the Everglades Patent No. 137 are more 
than 480 chains long, and the sections more than one 
mile square, and it being the desire and intention of the 
Trustees to have the sections contain (140 acres each, no 
more nor less, if iiossible; therefore, 

"HE IT RESOLVE!*, That the instructions heretofore 
issued lie and the same are hereby amended so as to suh- 
divide the land embraced in the V. S. Patent No, ]37 into 
townships six miles square, each township containing 'Aft 
sections of R40 acres each, as nearly as may be, and the 
same he made to conform as nearly as practicable to the 
I". S. requirements in regard to the survey of public lands.

There is shown herewith a plat of :i township of Ever 
glades land surveyed by the Trustees. 
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Attention is invited, for the sake of comparison, to 
this |.i]yt represent ill}; a regular norma) township, and 
the ether plat representing an irregular abnormal subdi- 
vision. Tlie surplus of laud as above referred to was ac- 
counted for in strip* tailed "hiatuses." running North 
and South or Bast and West, in accordance with the uni- 
versal plan which is followed by the General I^und or 
flee of the United States in such cases. There is attached 
hereto a plat representing disiKmition of surplus as ahove 
made by the Trustees and there is also shown a plat of a 
■•Hiatus" as snrveved bv the United States. 
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A comparison of the two shows the similar method 
used by the Trustees and by the Federal Government in 
handling a similar condition, in this connection it may 
be of interest to know Hint based on the information from 
tbe Htate Surveys, the United States Government made 
re-surveys of many townships and sections, formerly sur- 
veyed by them, and made distribution of the irregulari- 
ties in the surveys made by them many years before. The 
plan of distribution of these irregularities which the 
rutted States Government followed is, as already shown, 
precisely tbe same as the plan followed by the State- 
Field notes and plats of these "hiatuses." from one of which 
the reduced insert is taken, are now on file in the Gen- 
eral Land Office in Washington, as a part of the rec- 
ords of the official surveys of the .United States. Atten- 
tion is called particularly to this fact: that the United 
States, long after its surveys, had been made and were of 
record, considered itself justified in making new surveys 
to account for and correct this irregularity. How much 
greater, therefore, was the justification of the State to 
take cognizance of this situation in the very beginning 
and to carry out its surveys so that no such irregulari- 
ties would exist. 

The attached map illustrates tbe surveys thus far made. 
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The total area surveyed, monuniented and mapped to 
date amounts, in round flyutt's, to itS8,(MH). and the re 
mniudei- of this work will be proceeded willi as occasion 
warrants and needs justify. Bused on these surveys there 
are now t linn sands of penpie occupying and cultivating 
their land? in the Everglade* Drainage District. The 
suivey as carried mt and as will in* loniinued tines the 
following : 

Sets foith and delineates the land as normal sections 
of t}4l» acres each as nearly as may be: 

Establishes townships 4if 3<> regular sections us nearly 
as practicable. 

Makes disposition of surplus lauds in the recognized 
form of hiatuses, thereby making possible the location 
of normal townships and ranges sulistantinlly with ref- 
erenre to the adjoining government townships and ranges 
on the exterior of the Rvergludes; 

Provides u means by which lands can be correctly list- 
ed for taxation ; 

.Marks out lauds according to description, location and 
acreage as deeded by the Trustees of the Internal Im- 
provement Fund. 

The surveys thus made have heen validated by Chap- 
ter 789*2, Acts of the Legislature of Florida of 111 I !*. Field 
notes and Standard plats are on file- The Commissioner 
of Agriculture is by law Custodian of the same. Koch 
plats and Held notes are now a part of the official rec- 
ords of the State of Florida and are open to the use and 
convenience of the public. 

The foregoing is set forth, hearing in naiad that qw» 
Hon lias arisen concerning these Kvergludes surveys. Cer- 
tain land com panics are now in litigation with the Trus- 
tees of the Internal Improvement Fund oa the subject of 
this survey. In liriff, these land companies are attempt- 
ing to comjiel I lie Trustees lo divide the Everglades ac- 
cording to their own Interpretation of a protracted paper 
plat already referred to. These companies do not appear 
to realize the absurdity of attempting to compel the land-; 
to fit a preconceived pint, rather than develop n plat to 
fit the land. The real reason for the land companies' 
action is that thev want all this surplus land for them- 
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selves, though they arc entitled to it neither by deed, nor 
by description, nor by acreage, nor by having paid for it, 
nor by any other consideration, Tliis is not the attitude 
of all the land owners who purchased land in the Ever- 
"holts, Imt of a tew only, who are evidently of the opin- 
ion that hy this subterfuge they can seize a valuable part 
of the public lands. 

This report l> rings the subject down to the present 
date, Detailed information concerning the points set 
forth herein may be obtained by consulting the several 
references mentioned. There is attached hereto in full, 
as an appendix, the Instructions of 1010 and of 1911!, here- 
in referred to.
